The official and semi-official organs of 
the government are as yet silent, but what 
the Zeitung says represents the views enter- 
tained by the more reasonable section of 
the German public, so far as it is possible 
to ascertain them. The rest of the article 
in the Zeitung is typical of what is found 
in great variety in the German journals at 
the present juncture. It consists of specula- 


tions regarding the present and future bal- 


ance of power in Europe and elsewhere, all 
based, of course, upon the fundamental Ger- 
man conception of irreconcilable opposition 
to the British empire and Russia, which Sal- 
isbury once characterized as a supersti- 
tion of antiquated diplomacy.” Be this as 
it may, there are the best reasons for be- 
lieving that even in quarters where there 
is still perhaps a tendency to cling to the 
venerable diplomatic traditions, those con- 
versant with the aims of the German for- 
eign policy have become alive to the appear- 
ance of entirely ‘new factors in the prob- 
lems with which they have to deal, as, for 
example; it ts explicitly acknowledged in 
authoritative quarters that the recent pub- 
lication, of the political and commercial 
agreements to which Germany is a party 
has furnished fresh evidence of the fact 
that the German, empire, as a commercial 
and cofonial power, has at present no choice 
save to coperate with the British empire 
and the United States. There is no informa- 
tion here to the effect that the south African 
war has in any way modified the convictions 
of the German government on this subject.

WAR ON. COMMISSIONER EVANS. 
Latest Crusade Due to Removal of Col- 
onel Stephenson, an Illinois Man, 

gh from Board of Review. 


Washthgton, D. 


C., Nov. 17.—[Special.]— 
Pension Commissioner Evans is being made 
the target for another attack by Grand 
Army men and pension attorneys on account 
of his summary removal of Colonel F. D. 
Stephenson, Chief of the Board of Review, 
who has been transferred to another depart- 
ment and succeeded as chief of the board 
by Colonel T. L. Dalton. 

Colonel Stephenson came from Flora, III., 
and was the commander of a regiment from 
that State. He has been in the office for 
twenty-five years and his removal from his 
place, although it involves no loss of sal- 
ary, is particularly obnoxious to the vet- 
erans, because he is a brother of Dr. Ste- 
phenson, the founder of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 

The Grand Army committee, headed by 
General Shaw, the Commander-in-Chief, and 
including J. W. Burst of Sycamore, III., were 
closeted with the President the other day for 
a couple of hours. The Grand Army people 
have insisted that when a veteran is affiict- 
ed with several diseases his ailment should 
be aggregated in considering his cla 
a pension, whereas the commissione 
say, bases the decision solely on the 
important’ ailment, thus depriving many 
veterans of pensions which would be given 
them if the combined effect of several dis- 
eases was taken into consideration. Com- 
missioner Evans, it is said, produced an order 
showing that he did aggregate the disabili- 
and this satisfied the President and 
the committee for the time being. 

The committee on the following day visit- 
ed the Pension office and there, according to 
the story the Grand Army men tell, dis- 
covered that the commissioner's order ag- 
gregating disabilities was not issued until 
after the committee began its investigation. 
It was asserted that the commissioner had 
deceived them and the President alike, and 
the result was another call the next morn- 
ing at the White House, when they present- 
ed the facts to the President, who sum- 
moned Commissioner Evans hurriedly, and 
forced him to admit the truth of these alle- 
gations. 

They claim that the President reprimanded 

the commissioner severely for his action 
in this particular instance, although his 
general course in the Pension office was ap- 
proved. However that may be, almost im- 
mediately after the interview at the White 
House the commissioner returned to the 
Pension office and issued the order remov- 
ing Colonel Stephenson from his place at the 
head of the Board of Review and transfer- 
ing him to another department. It is sup- 
posed the commissioner charged Colonel 
Stephenson withshaving informed the Grand 
Army committee of the fact that the order 
aggregating disabilities was of such recent 
date, although it had been used to disprove 
charges made long ago. 
The Grand Army men and their friends, the 
pension attorneys, are making a great row 
about the removal of Colonel Stephenson, 
and assert it will be used successfully to 
promote the downfall of the commissioner. 


BONDS OFFERED GOVERNMENT. 


Over Two anda Half Millions Presented 
 Yesterday—Sage Says a Panic 
Was Prevented. 


Washingtoh, D. — Nov. 17.—The bonds 
Offered to the government today at the 
several Subtreasuries under Secretary 
Gage’s offer of last Tuesday amounted 
to $2,588,856, as follows: New York, $1,859,- 
150; Philadelphia, $478,000; Boston, $197,505; 
Cincinnati, $4,000; Baltimore, $200. 

New York, Nov. 17.—Russell Sage is quot- 
ed today as saying to a newspaper man 
who asked him what he thought of the 
United States Treasury’s offer to buy $25,- 
000,000 of bonds: 

“I believe Secretary Gage's action has 
saved the financial world from a disastrous 
panic, No one who has been in touch with 
business enterprises during the last few 
months can fail to have realized the strin- 
gency of the money market. Ready money 
appeared to be extraordinarily scarce, and, 
those who had it held it or demanded the 
highest class securities before they let go. 
Il know of banks in different parts of the 
country which had the hardest kind of a 
time in realizing money. And yet they held 
securities that ordinarily would have been 
negotiable anywhere. The sharps took ad- 
vantage of the situation. They were mak- 
ing a rich harvest of it, but the government 
has stopped their game. ,

MANILA, Nov. 18, 8:28 a. m. General Mac- 
Arthur, with the Thirty-sixth Infantry, a 
battalion of the Seventeenth Infantry, a 
troop of the Fourth Cavalry, several gat- 
lings, and a detachment of the signal corps, 
has begun his northward advance from Tar- 
lac, which will be continued to Bayombong, 
Provincd of New Vizcaya. 

Colonel Howes, who occupied Victoria 
with six troops of the Third Cavalry, has 
advanced to Rosales. A letter was found 
at Victoria from Private Desmond of the 
signal corps, one of the twenty-one Ameri- 
can prisoners held there. These prisoners, 
the letter said, were expecting to be taken 
to the mountains before the army arrived. 

Two thousand insurgents are reported to 
be massing at Gerona, above Tarlac, and 
General Mascardo is said to be in the moun- 
tains west of Angeles with a thousand 
men, proposing to make raids. 

Rain has been falling throughout the 
month, and for the last week,there has been 
a heavy downpour. The whole country is 
in as bad condition as at any time this 
season. 


Otis Reports Logan’s Burial. 

Washington, D. C., Nov..17.—A dispatch 
was received at the War department this 
afternoon from General Otis saying that 
it was impossible to send the body of 
Major John A. Logan to this country now, 
and, therefore, burial was performed at 
Manila. Five days elapsed before the body 
could be sent from the battlefield to Manila. 
General Otis says that the servant of Major 
Logan, with the effects of the officer, has 
sailed on.the Sikh for the United States. : 


Bravery of Lawton’s Men. 
The department made public the report of 
Major General Lawton, giving the details of 


I his expedition in April last to Santa Cruz, 


Proyince of La Laguna. The report is 
dated Aug. 1. General Lawton describes 
the bravery of some of his subordinates, and 
The object 
of the expedition was the capture of Santa 
Cruz, destruction of telegraph lines, to cut 
off the enemy’s retreat, if possible, and to 
distribute the proclamation of the United 
States Commissioners. This expedition 
went by water from a point opposite Manila 
on Laguna de Bay to Santa Cruz. 
The-command consisted of 1,509 men, and 
in the order for the expedition Brigadier 
General Charles King was placed in imme- 
diate command of the provisional brigade, 
with directions to report to General Lawton. 


Tells of General King’s Illness. 

General Lawton describes the movement 
of his command, the difficult landing, the ad- 
vance under Major Weisenburger, and the 
rout of the enemy near the city. The report 
then continues: 

During a personal eXamination of the 
condition of the command, made after 
nightfall, its was ascertained that General 
King was so Inn that he had been unable to 
land with his command, and would probably 
not be able to participate in any part of the 
expedition. 

The immediate command of the line was 
assumed by myself. General King was 
authorized to return to his headquarters, and 
the next officer in rank, Major Weisenberger, 
was verbally appointed to the command of 
the provisional brigade. 

“At daybreak next morning, the 10th inst., 
the troops were at once put into position, 
three companies on the right of the road 
leading north towards the town, the re- 


mainder extending to the left until the flank | 


rested on the beach. The artillery moved 
along the , supported by Company I, 
First Idaho \Volunteer Infantry. The ad- 
the city was immediately 
taken up. . 

Praises His Subordinates. 

„The illness of General King caused much 
embarrassment, some confusion, and delay, 
put thanks to the energy and efficiency of 
my staff officers, this was soon overcome. 
To Major Clarence R. Edwards, Assistant 
Adjutant General, was intrusted the center 
of our advancing line, and Major Charles G. 
Starr, Inspector General, conducted the left 
flank. These gallant officers, fully alive to 
the responsibilities resting upon them, were 
equal to the occasion, and no line of battle 
could. have been more courageously or in- 
telligently led, as the results proved. I de- 
sire to commend these officers in the highest 
terms for the gallant work done by them on 
this occasion. 

“To Major Weisenberger I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation of his valuable serv- 
ices.”’ 

The report gives the casualties heretofore 
published and also gives details of the oc- 
cupation of the city. Plans were formulated 
for the capture of the small gunboats which 
the insurgents had in the Pagsangan River. 
In this the gunboats on the lake partici- 
pated. The movement was not resisted seri- 
ously by the insurgents. 


North Dakotan’s Gallant Action. 

General Otis mentions in terms of praise 
the services of Second Lieutenant Thomas 
Franklin, who commanded the gunboat Nap- 
idan. General Lawton thus describes a 
gallant action: 

“With a view to securing a good place to 
reémbark the troops for a movement on 
Caloba, the North Dakota Battalion was 
sent from Logos shortly after noon the 12th 
inst. to reconnoiter the Town of Paete, lo- 
cated about four miles further north on the 
lake shore, where it was reported a good 
landing place could be found. After ad- 
vancing about one mile the enemy was dis- 
covered intrenched across the road, and im- 
mediately opened fire from behind almost im- 
penetrable undergrowth on the mountain- 
side. Major Fraine promptly disposed his 
command to execute a flank movement on 
the enemy, who was pouring a heavy fire 
into the advance guard, four of whom were 
killed and three wounded, one mortally. 
Of these, the latter and three killed be- 
longed to a party of five flankers, who had 
been sent up the hillside. Their surviving 
comrade, Private Thomas Slettleland, Com- 
pany C, First North Dakota, remained with 
them, and by his cool and unerring aim suc- 
cessfully held the enemy back until rein- 
forcements came. Then, after carrying 4 
wounded comrade to the rear, he assisted in 
recovering the bodies of the killed. He has 
been recommended for a medal of honor.“ 


SAYS RATIONS ARE WHOLESOME. . 


Commissary Official Disputes Dr. Sea-. 


man’s Statement—Less Meat 
May Be Given. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—[Special.]— 
„es, it is true our soldiers in the Philip- 
pines, Cuba, Porto Rico, and Alaska are 
furnished exactly the same rations,” said 
an official of the Commissary department 
tonight when his attention was called to 
the statement made by Dr. Louis E. Seaman 
that nine out of ten deaths in the army re- 


sulted indirectly from the rations served to 


the men. 

The rations for the soldiers are regulated 
by law, and it is the duty of this depart- 
ment to see thdt the soldiers are provided 
with wholesome food. That is done, and 
even those who are complaining about too 
much meat being furnishfed are willing to 
admit it. 

President McKinley directed the appoint- 
ment of boards to meet in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and the Philippines to consider the changes 
which should be made in the rations. These 
boards have already reported, but they have 
recommended practically no changes, There 
will be another meeting of these boards in 
the near future, and soon after that the de- 


partment will take whatever action it can 


under the present laws. 

There is no great hurry about changing 
the rations of our soldiers, and little or no 
sickness is caused by the food now fur- 
nished them. We are a meat-eating nation, 
and it would be a difficult matter to feed 
our men on rice and vegetables. Nations 
which live principally on products of this 
kind, the Chinese, for instance, are not a 
warlike people, and if we attempted to feed 
the American soldier on rice there would 
soon be a vigorous protest. 

The army regulations provide that every 
soldier shall be provided each day with 20 
ounces of fresh beef, 18 ounces of soft 


bread, 2% ounces of dried fruit, 16 ounces | 
of potatoes, 1% ounces of coffee, 2% ounces 
of sugar, besides vinegar, salt, and pepper. 
The soldier has the privilege of exchanging 
a portion of his potatoes for rice, hominy, 
tomatoes, or some other vegetables, and if 
he docs not desire to eat beef he can ex- 
change it for mutton, pork, bacon, salt 
beef, fish, dried, pickled, or fresh, and he 
can also exchange his flour or wheat bread 
for cornmeal. It is almost impossible for 
one man to eat such a quantity of food in 
a day, and there is certainly enough variety 
to satisfy the soldiers. The boards which 
have been investigating the ration ques- 
tion recommended that a little less meat and 
more vegetables Ge used, but this was antici- 
pated by the department. 

“Congress alone is responsible for the 
nature of the ratidns provided for our sol- 
diers, and if physicians were consulted in 
the matter there would probably be a few 
minor changes. This matter will be brought 
to the attention 6f Congress at its next 
session, and it is probable some slight 
changes may be made when it is known that 
army experts who have studied the matter 
are in favor of them.“ 


GIVES DATA OF WHISKY TRUST. 


President Rice Explains Workings of 
the Corporation to the Indus- 
trial Commission. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—Samuel M. 
Rice, President of the Distilling Company 
of America, commonly designated as the 
whisky trust, was before the Industrial com- 
mission today. He said his company con- 
trolled about 90 per cent of the spirits dis- 
tilled inethe United States, but that the com- 
Dany had abandoned the policy ‘of cutting 
prices. There was no intention of driving 
competitors out of business, the intention 
being to sell at a fair and sure profit, letting 
others do as they might please in fixing 
prices. 

Mr. Rice gave the details of the organiza- 
tion of the trust, saying it was formed from 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeders’ associa- 
tion, the American Spirits Manufacturing 
company, and the Standard: Distilling and 
Distributing company, all.of which were con- 
trolled by the principal company by the own- 
ership. of the stock. It had merely become 
a clearing-house for the other eomparies. 
All the stockholders of these several con- 
cerns, with the exception of a small minor- 
ity, had entered into the combination with 

The parent company also owns a rye 
whisky distillery at Minneapolis and the 
Hannis distillery. It makes about 90 per 
cent of the spirits produced, he said, and 
controls an equal percentage of the brands 
of Kentucky whisky. Of the capital stock 
of the company there had been issued $31,- 
250,000 in preferred and $46,250,000.in com- 
mon. The company had made no public 
statement of its affairs, but its. books, Mr. 
Rice said, were always open to the inspec- 
tion of the stockholders of the company. 
Mr. Rice contended the effect of the com- 
bination was to cheapen the cost of produc- 
tion and also to lessen the price to the con- 


cerns. 
„Our plan,“ he said, is to control the 


business so as to prevent overproduction, 


but we do not geek a monopoly. Any one is 


welcome to stay in the business,” 


LABOR MEN AT CONFERENCE. 


Members of National Steel and Copper 
Plate Printers’ Union and Em- 
ployers Talk Wages. 


A conference was held last night at the 
Sherman House between the members of 
National Steel and Copper Plate Printers’ 
Union No. 4 and their employers for the pur- 
pose of agreeing on a regular scale of wages 
and the number of hours to constitute a 
day’s work. J. C. Staats, Vice President 
of the union, presided. About fifteen em- 
ployers were present. 

The copper plate or card printers desire 
to raise the scale to $15 a week. They are 
satisfied with the number of hours. 

The matter was not definitely closed at 
the conference, but the employers present 
signed a paper stating that whenever all 
the employers had agreed to the demands 
the scale should be put into effect. N

SHE ARMS ARWENIANS AND SENDS 
THEM BACK TO TURKEY. 


Both Sides Lose Heavily in the Ensu- 
ing Fighting—Kurdish Cavalry Be-

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says the Russians armed 200 of 
the fugitive Armenians who were recently in 
collision with the Kurds and sent them 
back across the borders. In the ensuing 
fights with the Turkish pickets both sides 
lost heavily, and the Kurdish cavalry began 
raids into Armenian villages. 

It is reported disciplinary proceedings 
have been begun against the university 
teacher, Dr. Preuss, whose scriptural and 
hymnal allusions were criticised in the Kai- 
serin's communication to the Berlin Assem- 
bly. Citizens generally indorse those As- 
semblymen who failed to rise when the let- 
ter was read, and who applauded Dr. Lan- 
gerhaus in defense of the city. 

The National Zeitung says: Citizens uni- 
versally regret the letter was sent. Baron 
Mirbach should have resigned rather than 
commit such a blunder.“ 


Kaiserin in Politics. 


Minister Studt’s prompt action is sug- 


gestive of a Byzantine spirit in the ministry. 
Long ago it permitted the Kaiser's speeches 
and telegrams to become the only really 
important political utterances. The Kaiserin 
now takes her place by the Kaiser's side 
as the initiator of political action. 

The Vossische Zeitung recalls the fact 
that Baron Mirbach was criticised for ac- 
cepting Jewish contributions to the Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s memorial church fund by the 
same people who now think it proper to 
dig up a forgotten ordinance requiring the 
Jews and Catholics to pay taxes to build

Status of the Strike Bill. a 
Twenty-four of the forty-eight Nationa) 
Liberal Reichstag delegates have reported 
amendments softening the strike bill which 
is expected to reach its second reading on 
Monday. It is rumored the Conservatives 
will support the National Liberal program.

The trades 
unions have sent in a petition with 60,000 
signatures against the bill.

Dutch Foreign Minister Says It Is Not 
Desirable to Make Public Steps

THE HAGUE, Nov. 17.—In the Second 
Chamber of the States General of the 
Netherlands today the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Dr. W. H. de Beaufort, said: 

“The government infinitely regrets the 
Sanguinary war in south Africa and will 
always be found willing to take advantage of 
all means which may conduce to its termina- 
tion.

The British government has declared 
that it does not desire the intervention of 
foreign powers, and all powers have hitherto 
abstained.’”’

Mafeking having successfully repulsed the 
last Boer attack, and the news that Kimber- 
ley has been attacked from both sides, would 
seem to indicate that the Boers have with- 
drawn from Mafeking in order to concen- 
trate their entire force around Kimberley 
for a combined and determined effort to cap- 
ture that city and carry off Cecil Rhodes be- 
fore further reinforcements of British can 
arrive. 

Kimberley's position is not an altogether 
unfavorable one for defense, providing the 
Boers have no heavy siege guns at their dis- 
posal. The situation is serious enough, how- 
ever, as is indicated by Buller having or- 
dered reconnoitering in force, and there is no 
doubt that he will dispatch sufficient troops 
from De Aar to relieve Kimberley as speed- 
ily as possible, hoping to break the power of 
the Boers on the western borders of the A 
Transvaal and so open the way into the 
Free State, where a junction can be made 
with the rest of his forces now stationed be- 
tween Stormberg and De Aar, and another 
combined attack made upon the Boers on the 
Basutoland and Cape Colony borders near 
Aliwal North. 


Strategy of the Boers. 

The distribution of the Boer forces has 
been made with remarkable insight as to 
strategical positions, and presuming a large 
force of Buller’s men were to march on to 
Kimberley the northern border of Cape 
Colony would be left open for a Boer in- 
vasion. It is hardly likely, however, that 
the Boers would attempt to enter further 
into the colony than’ Burghersdorp and 
Colesberg, as otherwise they would be en- 
tirely cut off from their own base of sup- 
plies and leave their home towns and capitol 
undefended.

COLONEL GEORGE R. DAVIS ILL. 


Former Director General of the World’s 
Fair Is in a Critical Condition 
from Heart Disease. 


Colonel George R. Davis is critically ill at 
his residence, 692 Washington boulevard. He 
has been a sufferer from heart disease for 
some time, but last Monday his condition 
became more serious, and since then has 
grown worse steadily, 

His physicians entertain the gravest 
doubts of his recovery. Dr, A. H. Foster, 
the family physician, called Dr. J. M. Pat- 
ton, who is a specialist in heart diseases, 
into consultation two weeks ago, and it was 
decided then that Colonel Davis must give 
up all business. A change for the worse was 
noticed on Monday, and on Wednesday a 
consultation with Dr. Henry M. Lyman and 
Dr. Robert H. Babcock was held. 

Overwork brought on a weakened condi- 
tion of the heart muscles and Colonel Davis’ 
vitality is low. Fever and a gastric disturb- 
ance brought about the sudden turn on Mon- 
day and left a complication of disease. He 
is confined to his bed, and the most that Dr. 
Patton would say yesterday was that the 
patient is in a doubtful condition. 

The chronic heart trouble, Colonel Davis’ 
physicians say, was induced originally by 
overwork in his position as Director Gen- 
eral of the World's Fair. Since that time he 
has continued actively in business. He is 
now 60 years old. 

At midnight Dr. Foster said Colonel Davis 
was resting a little easier. 

“The exact trouble with Colonel Davis is 
aortic regurgitation,” said Dr. Foster. 
“This, in plainer language, is a leakage 
through one of the valves in the heart.“

FAVORS ANTARCTIC EXPEDITION. 


Walter Wellman, in Lecture, Says Con- 
gress Should Aid in Explor- 
ing Project. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—In the course 
of a lecture before the National Georgraphic 
society tonight Walter Wellman, leader of 
the Wellman expedition to the Arctic regions 
in 1808-9, suggested that the Geographic and 
other scientific societies of the national capi- 
tal should memorialize Congress to make an 
appropriation for an American Antarctic 
expedition. 

Mr. Wellman said $150,000 would be suffi- 
cient for such an expedition, and that in his 
opinion it should codperate with the parties 
which are to be sent out from England and 
Germany, though remaining under Ameri- 
can control. 

Mr. Wellman showed maps of his discov- 
eries in Franz Josef Land and declared that 
not much geographic work beyond the dis- 
covery of the North Pole Hself remained to 
be done in thé Arctic regions, while in the 
Antarctic there was a vast unknown con- 
tinent to be explored.

Commissioner Wilson Holds the Poli- 
cies of the Regular Compani 
Can Be Taxed. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—Commissioner 
Wilson of the Internal Revenue bureau has 
rendered an important decision in which he 
holds in effect that the policies of life in- 
surance companies, which are exempt from 
taxation under the war revenue act, are 
only such as are issued by fraternal societies 
or orders, beneficiary societies or orders, 
farmers’ purely local codperative companies 
or associations, and employés’ relief associa- 
tions operated on the lodge system or local 
coéperative plan, and that the exemption 
does not apply to the policies of life insur- 
ance issued by mutual insurance companies 
per se, although they may have features of 
mutuality. A further restriction imposed 
by the law on the exempted companies is 
that they shall not be conducted for 


profit.” 


TWO MORE DISEASES ADDED. 


Doctors Must Revort to the Health De- 
partment All Cases of Measles and 
' Whooping Cough. 


Measles and whooping cough have been 
added by the Health department to the list 
of contagious diseases which must be re- 
ported by physicians attending. Chief Med- 
ical Inspector Spalding has issued new re- 
port cards for physicians, and the two dis- 
eases are on them. 

The other diseases are diphtheria, mem- 
branous croup, puerperal fever, scarlet fe- 
ver, smallpox, and typhoid fever, while 
tuberculosis is optional for report. 

„While we do not disinfect for these dis- 
eases, we shall insist from now on that 
cases be isolated,” said Dr. Spalding, and 
a record of the cases will be kept.“

NEW INSURANCE DECISION. 


| PUTS BLAME ON RAILWAY 


Witness Causes a Sensation During 
Trial of Penneyivania Company’s 
Suit Against City, but Her Testi- 
mony Is Ruled Out—She Says Cor- 
poration Employes Are Responei- 
bie for Incendiary Work—Police 
Deny Reports of Disturbances, _ 


During the trial of the suit brought by 
the Pennsylvania railroad company against 
the City of Chicago for damages to plain- 
tiff’s rolling stock during the strike of 1894 
Mrs. Ellen Fitzgerald; a witness for the 
defense, declared yesterday that she had 
seen a man named Peters, who was em- 
ployed by the Pennsylvania company in 
a switch tower at Forty-seventh street. 
give to John Duffy a quantity of cotton 
waste and $1 with which to buy matchesand 


oil. When she had taken Duffy, who was 


but 12 years of age, to task for intending to 
set fire to the cars and get the strikers into 
trouble, she said he admitted to her that 
he intended to set fire to cars and that a 
man named Kemp had promised him a suit 
= clothes and a new straw hat if he would 
0 80. 

In explaining the testimony of Mrs. Fits- 
gerald Clarence S. Darrow, counsel for the 
city, said that Kemp was at one time an 
employé of the Pennsylvania company, and 
that at the time the alleged offer was made 
was employed by the Mooney & Boland de- 
tective agency. 


Testimony Causes a Sensation. 

The testimony of Mrs. Fitsgerald created 
& sensation in Judge Kohlsaat's court- 
room. When Simon B. Shope, attor- 
ney for the company, cross-examined 
the witness there ensued a wordy 
war between the lawyers, in which the wit- 
ness took no unimportant part, her witti- 
cisms awakening much mirth. The at- 
tempts of Attorney Shope to prove that her 
testimony was not damaging to the com- 
pany were resented by the woman, and at 
first the attorney received little satisfac- 
tion. Finally he elicited the statement that 
the conversation she had overheard between 
the employé of the company and Duffy was 
in a loud tone, and that they must have 
been aware that Mrs. Fitsgerald overheard 
the talk. She also admitted that her mem- 
ory was not considered excellent, and that 
her husband was formerly an employé6 of the 
city. She was unable to tell where Duffy 
now lived. 

Judge Kohlsaat ruled out that part of Mrs. 
Fitzgerald's testimony relating to the al- 
leged offer made to Duffy, as it was hearsay 
evidence, and the court already had decided 
not to admit any evidence not bearing di- 
rectly on the question to be decided, that of 
whether or not the city was responsible for 
the losses of the company in that sufficient 
police protection was not afforded. 


Police Deny Reports of Disturbances. 
Most of the witnesses heard during the day 
were members of the police force, who testi- 
fled that the police had done their best to 
protect the property. There seemed to be 
considerable difference of opinion between 
Attorney Shope and the witnesses as to what 
constituted a disturbance. Thomas Curtin, 
who had charge of the police guarding the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania company from 
Fortieth street to Forty-seventh, man- 
tained that there had been ng disturbance in 
his territory. When asked if he ever had 
lifted his hand in support ef the law de 
stated that when a milk train had been 
stopped by a mob and the mob attempted to 
throw the cars off the track he had drawna 
revolver and threatened to shoot any one 
who advanced. He said that he did not con- 
sider this a disturbance. 

Inspector Nicholas Hunt, in whose district 
many of the disturtances had occurred, was 
questioned as to what means he had taken 
to protect property. He declared that 
order had been maintained everywhere in his 
district during the first ten days of July, dur- 
ing which time the railroad strike riots oc- 
curred. He also declared that the police had 
used every means in their power to protect 
property and that there were enough police- 
men to preserve order. 


Tell of the Fire in Railroad Yards. 

A great deal of the testimony related to 
the fire that occurred at the yards of the 
Pennsylvania at Fifty-second street and 
Princeton avenue on the afternoon of July 
6, 1804. The witnesses, who were all police- 
men, declared that there were no citizens on 
the tracks during the fire, and that the crowd 
did not number more than 500 persons all 
told. The attorney for the plaintiff tried to 
obtain admissions from the policemen that 
men had been seen in the vicinity of the 
cars, and that the police had not kept the 
people off the tracks. He failed in hf® at- 
tempts, although he elicited the information 
that the soldiers afforded more protection 
4 company's property than did the 
police.

Western Lines Decide Not to Make an 
Advanos in Special O - 
ty Rates. 


conde concluded not to knock 
out the special rates that have been made 
on the leadihg commodities and put them 
in the regular classification. The object of 
the Eastern roads in making the change 
was to secure a material advance in the rates 
on those articles without creating too much 
criticism. The action of the Western roads 
will make it hard for the Eastern lines 
to maintain the greatly expanded rate. 

The Western roads in considering the 
matter found that a few articles, like lum- 
ber and grain, could stand a reasonable 
advance, but that it would retard the growth 
of the Western country, if higher rates were 
made on agricultural implements and other 
articles specially needed by the farmers. 
They decided that if a few articles needed 
an advance in rates it would be better to 
make the advance in the regular way than 
by changing commodity rates into class 


rates, 
Will Not Accept Cut. 

Several of the Eastern roads notified the 
Chicago-St. Paul roads yesterday that they 
will not participate in the proposed second- 
class rate of $16 from St. Paul to New York. 
The rate is a cut of $7. The rate is made 
on second-class steamship business, but it 
has been discovered that bogus steamship 
orders are being sold. These fraudulent 
orders are printed in German, and instead 
of being real steamship orders are simply 
a statement that a ticket has been sold at 
the steamship rate. 

The reduced rate is a discrimination 
against Chicago. 

A prominent railway manager says the use 
of steel freight cars has had a serious effect 
in mixed trains. The rush in traffic has com- 
pelled the use of steel cars to an unusual 
extent, with the result that they smash the 
wooden cars to pieces.

MICHAEL ROLLINGER IS HANGED. 


Wife Murderer Dies Instantly—Makesa 
Speech on Gallows Declaring He 
Ig Innocent. 


Michael Emil Rollinger was hanged at the 
County Jail shortly after noon yesterday 
for the murder of his wife. Death was in- 
stantaneous, the man’s neck being broken by 
the fall. It was the most successful execu- 
tion in the matter of producing instant death 
since the execution of Butch Lyons. On 
the gallows Rollinger protested his inno- 
cence. When the Sheriff asked if he had 
anything to say, Rollinger turned to the 
crowd and said: 

Gentlemen, I say I am an innocent man. Some 
lawyer—my lawyer—I will not mention his name, 
he told me he would take my case to the Supreme 
Court. He took all my money, but he did not 
take my case to the Supreme Court. Another 
lawyer, Mr. Stanton, went to Springfield last 
night, but it was too late. Gentlemen, I not only 
lose my own life, but it kills my children and my 
mother. I am an innocent man. I wish you good- 
by. Don’t look on me with a bad face when I am 
gone. That is all I have to say. 

Rollinger slept until late in the morn- 
ing, and when he awoke his first words 
were to ask if any news had been received 
from Springfield. Father Ryan of the 
Cathedral of the Holy Name was with him 
most of the morning, and with Father 
Reithmeier, accompanied him to the gallows. 
The service for the dying was read, and 
Rollinger repeated the prayers, continting 
after the cap had been drawn over his face. 

Ferdinand Nabicht of South Bend, Ind., a 


| brother of the murdered wife, reachéd Chi- 


cago early in the morning and asked to be 
allowed to see the execution, but was re- 
fused. Michael Rollinger Jr. and Antonia, 
the two children, are now being cared for 
by their uncle. To them Rollinger left all 
he He claimed to have some 
property in Austria, and carried a life in- 
surance policy for $1,000 in the Catholic 
Order of Foresters. } 

Rollinger was convicted of the murder of 
his wife at his home, 186 Ratine avenue, on 
Dec. 16, 1898. The State showed that he 
first choked her and then burned the body 
in a fire he'built in the bedroom. On the 
first trial the jury disagreed, but the second 
jury found him guilty.

* You'll forgive me, Katie darling for what 
I'm going to do.“ Then he shot and my head 
began to tingle.

I heard papa shoot some 
more, and then my head tingled so much 
that I ran out on the back porch.” 

Marian, the oldest girl and the housekeeper 
for the family, was given $20 early in the 
morning by her father and told to go down- 
town and buy a suit of clothes for her 
brother Clifford, who, with his brother, Tim- 
othy, was taken to Mercy Hospital last 
Tuesday night after their father had given 
them laudanum for cough medicine. She 
left the house at 9 o’clock, and to this fortu- 
— circumstance she believes she owes her 


The neighbors think Corcoran went insane 
as a result of the unfortuhate mistake he 
made in administering an overdose of lau- 
danum to his children, and also because of 
financial and other misfortunes. When he 
learned that his son Timothy was dead he 
became almost frantic with grief. While 
it is charged by some that he administered 
the laudanum with the intention of killing 
his children, the police believe that he made 
a mistake, as he was the first to notify them 
of the fact. 

Three years ago Corcoran was a mail col- 
lector. He was seriously injured one night 
by a street car at Twenty-sixth and Wallace 
streets. With the money he recovered as 
damages he started a saloon at Thirty-fifth 
street and Rhodes avenue, but lost nearly 
all his capital. A year ago his wife became 
insane and was sent to Kankakee. 


Has His Revolver 


Repaired. 
Last Wednesday night he visited the 
saloon of David Deist, 5264 State street, 


| and exhibited a revolver—the one which he 


used yesterday—and said that it was out of 
order. Deist fixed the weapon in a few 
minutes. On Thursday night Corcoran re- 
turned home, bringing a lot of wine and 
candy and fruit.

DEATH OF PRIVATE O’ROURKE. 


Notification Received by Hisy Mother, 
64 Damon Street, That Her Sup- 
port Is Gone, 


News of the death of Private Joseph 
O’Rourke, Company I, Fourth Infantry, in 
the Philippine Islands, was received yes- 
terday by his mother, Bridget O Rourke, 64 
Damon street. Private O' Rourke died on 
Sept. 23 at Bacoor of typhoid fever. 

He enlisted in September, 1898. He had 
failed in a small business and joined the 
army in order to support his mother. He 
had continued to send his pay to her. 
O’ Rourke was 25 years old. He was a mem- 
ber of the Hely Family Church and of the 
social societies of the parish. He was also 
a member of Winchester Council of the Na- 
tional Union. 

His letters were always cheerful and on 
the day before he was taken to the hos- 
pital he wrote to his mother saying he never 
felt better. He described the ordinary serv- 
ice as a “ picnic,” although his regiment 
was at the time doing the work of laborers. 
Lieutenant Sexton, commanding Comany I, 
in his letter of notification, described 
O' Rourke as a man to whom the entire com- 
pany had been attached.’

Major Dan Hogan of Mound City is author- 
ity for the statement that the foregoing is 
what Governor Tanner said to T. N. Jamie- 
son, Congressman Lorimer, and himself in 
the conference at Springfield last Monday 
night. And furthermore, according to Major —

The facts are, although 
McCalla met Schley en route to Cienfuegos, 
he forgot to notify him of signals which the 
insurgents had for desiring communication, 
and it was hot urftil two days later, when 
he returned, that we discovered that at- 
tempts were being made to signal us, and 
then Schley sent McCalla to get informa- 
tion, at the same time sending the insurgents 
ammunition. Schley arrived at Cienfuegos 
on May 22, and on May 24—two days later— 
found definitely that the Spanish fleet was 
not at Cienfuegos. Per contra, Sampson 
arrived at Santiago on June 1, but it was 
not until June 11 that Lieutenant Blue, at 
the urgent request of the department, ob- 
tained definite Cervera’s

Ooaling Incident.

Organization Will Begin a Campaign 
to Obtain the Passage of a Bill Es- 
tablishing a State Sanittarium—State 
Board of Health Will Recommend 
the Project—Plians Made for an In- 
stitution to Be Managed hy the Sis- 
ters of St. Elizabeth’s Hospital. 


The formation last summer of the Illinois 
Bociety for the Prevention of Consumption 
is to be followed this winter by an active 
campaign seeking legislative aid for the care 
and cure of consumptives. The organization 

dy the City Council of a special milk inspec- 
tion department, which shall prohibit the 
sale of milk not previously certified as non- 
tuberculous, will be urged, and the State 
will be asked to erect a State sanitarium for 
consumptives. The State Board of Health 
will recommend the building of the sanita- 
rium. | 

Nearly all the members of the society have 
returned to the city from summer vacations, 
and in a few days the secretary, Dr. John A. 
Robinson, 297 Ashland boulevard, will issue 
a call for a meeting to form plans for the 
work. Meetings will be held in the quarters 
ot the Chicago Medical society, 1202 Stuart 
Building. 

Pamphiets explaining the of the 
various forms of tuberculosis will be dis- 
tributed, in order to educate the public re- 
garding the spread of the disease, first, 
among cattle, and subsequently among peo- 
ple. The circulation of pamphlets will be be- 
gun early in December. 

The officials of the society believe that 
with the assistance of Mayor n, 
Health Commissioner Reynolds, and Gov- 
ernor Tanner they will be able to pass legisla- 
tive measures without difficulty. The first 
two are members of the society, and Govern- 
or Tanner has shown his sympathy for the 
movement.

The French papers, and the English press

and.to the etiquette that governs such mat- 
ters. The only Princesses entitled to style 
themselves as “‘ Princesses of France have 
been those who are the daughters of the 
King, and of all the ladies of the house of 
Orleans present at the wedding at Twicken- 
hai the only one who had any right tostyle 
herself Princess of France was the aged 
Clementine of Coburg, daughter of King 
Louis Philippe. | 

The marriage celebratéd the other day 
promises to prove a happy one. For the 
bridegroom, Prince John, a healthy minded, 
healthy bodied giant, who knows little or 
nothing of Parisian existence, and who is 
possessed of great wealth and of a magnifi- 
cent estate, bequeathed to him by his grand- 
uncle, the late Duke of Aumale, is devoted 
to outdoor and country life, and proposes to 
make his permanent home on this estate, 
dispensing with any Parisian residence. 

His bride, Princess Isabella, has likewise 
always lived in the country, and is a regular 
country girl, with essentially simple country 
tastes. She is far more German than French 
in looks, bearing a certain resemblance to 
her German grandmother, the late Duchess 
of Orleans, who was a Duchess of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin. The complexion is smooth 
and fresh, the hair is glossy, of nut brown 
shade and nice texture, and the contour of 
the face is almost oval.

and composure, with a fullness that be- 
speaks a kindly nature. A pair of candid 
blue eyes gives a touch of poetry to the 
countenance. She possesses a shapely figure, 
and possesses on the whole more feminine 
charms than either of her elder sisters, the 
Queen of Portugal or the Duchess Helene 
of Aosta. 

There is so much diplomacy required to be

Her magnificent voice 
never falters nor yields to the strain of her 
passionate utterances, and no irritating vi- 
brato detracts from its richness and vol- 
ume, She is among women what Edouard 
de Reszke is among men, a towering artist 
whose accomplishments reach to the point 
of genus. 

Edouard de Reszke gave his noble inter- 
pretation of the part of King Henry, a per- 
formance which has been long and justly ad- 
mired for its sovereign dignity. His prayer 
in the first act was superbly given and 
merged into one of the most spirited and 
effective performances of the ensuing mighty 
finale which can be remembered. In fact, 
the whole first act was developed in a thrill- 
ing fashion, the climax which brought Lo- 
hengrin on the scene being worked up with 
especial intensity. 

The work of the chorus, the men in par- 
ticular, was the most effective and general- 


+ ly satisfactory which has yet been attained 


from this necessary adjunct, and the massive 
orchestral accompaniment was grandly 
played. 

The extremely difficult role of Telramund 
was assumed by Herr Muhimann, the most 
important task thus far undertaken by this 
forceful artist, who acquitted himself with 
no little distinction. His voice is of a some-

He looked his part 
well and sang the Swan Song and the Nar- 
rative, in the last act, with good effect. 

Mention should be made of the really fine 
work of the orchestra, which, under the di- 
rection of Sig. Mancinelli, played one of the 
most satisfactory accompaniments of the 
week. The beautiful vorspiel was taken at 
an eminently proper tempo, and its long 
crescendo and subsequent diminuendo were 
admirably executed.

ace to health. The case of a dump at West 


Fortieth avenue and Division street was 
called to the attention of THe TRIBUNE in a 
letter concerning the small park project. It 
was suggested that, to remunerate the resi- 
dents of that district for what they have suf - 
fered from the presence of this dumping 
ground, the city purchase the land and con- 
vert it into a park. There is a thickly-set- 
tled district bordering on the south and east 
sides of the area. To the north and west 
houses are not so numerous. * 

Several city dumps are in places where 
hardly a family could be found within a mile. 
Others are in places where people will be 
forced to live because of industries located 
there and the cheapness of rental on the bor- 
ders of such places. 


Dumping Greunds of the City. 
The city has dumping grounds at the fol- 
lowing points: 
Wolfram and Perry streets. 
West Fortieth avenue and Division street. 
Thirty-second and Leavitt streets, 
Forty-fourth and Lincoln streets. 
hty-first street and Vincennes avenue. 
phty-fourth street and Madison avenue. 
The dump at West Fortieth avenue in- 
cludes ten acres of ground. It is within the 
fork of the western branches of the North- 
western and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul tracks. On the south the Northwest- 
ern car shops extend for eight blocks and 
on the north are the coaling yards of the 
St. Paul road. Rows of houses built close 
together, scores of them of one model, crowd 
close upon the dump from the south. De- 
caying animal and vegetable matter make 
the air noisome at times in the summer. 
Cows were wandering over the garbage 
piles vesterday afternoon picking from the 
refuse. There were six of them, supplying 
probably more than a score of families in 
the neighborhood’ with milk. They were 
herded by a boy, who waded about and drove 
them from one part to another as the wag- 
ons arrived. An old woman was picking 
among the more recent dumpings for scraps 
of stuff. Otherwise the place presented an 
aspect so dismal and plague-stricken that a 
passer would pity the people living near even 
in suffering the view from windows of houses 
that might shut out odors and disease. 


Asks Justice for Residents. 

In a letter James G. McKenzie says: 

Is it more than justice to the long-suffer- 
ing people around this dump that the city 
purchase the same and dedicate it as a park, 
thus compensating at cost to the city ofa 
comparatively small sum the losses of prop- 
erty-owners, who have suffered for several 
years an enormous depreciation in conse- 
quence of this vast pest hole? Noone would 
object to the deposit of soil and ashes, but 
to dump countless thousands of tons month- 
ly of the plegue-breeding garbage and de- 
caying animal matter is a criminal act, re- 
gardless of the health of thousands that 
live within a mile of the spot.“ 

In contrast with this dump is the one at 
Eighty-fourth street and Madison avenue. 
The ground is an old swamp, covered with a 
growth of cattails, and known as “ Mud 
Lake. No one, except the garbage pick- 
ers, lives within a mile of the place. The 
Stony Island cars run within sight of it, 
but the refuse is not visible, as it sinks 
away in the swamp. No one goes nearer 
the place than this car line. 


SAYS SAMPLE PILLS DO HARM. | 
August Pollak Complains That Children | 


Eat Medicine Vendors’ Wares—No 
Authority to Prevent It. 


August Pollak, 4514 Oakenwald avenue, 
has complained to Superintendent of Police 
Kipley and to the Health department that 
several children in the neighborhood of Oak- 
enwald avenue and Forty-fifth street have 
been made sick in the last few days by eat- 
ing samples of pills and patent medicines 
thrown into doorways of apartment houses 
as advertisements. In a letter to THE TRIB- 
UNE Mr. Pollak, whose office is at 801 West- 
ern Union Bullding, criticises the police and 
health officials for failing to stop the scat- 

tering of these samples. The officiale say 
they have looked up the law and found there 
is no city ordinance or State law under 


which they can interfere. 

In his letter to Tun Tripune Mr. Pollak 
says: 

J telephoned to the Health department 

this morning a request that they put a stop 
to the practice of purveyors of patent medi- 
cines indiscriminately throwing samples of 
their products about the entrances of resi- 
dences. Some little children of my neigh- 
borhood have become seriously sick within 
the last few days by eating samples of 
sugar-coated pills thrown about in that way. 
The neighbors of my street prefer to decide 
upon the time to give their children medi- 
cine, and they do not wish to leave this mat- 
ter to the boys who carry around these 
samples.“ 
Secretary Edward R. Pritchard, of the 
Health department said: 
hne eſty ordinance and the State law 
apply only to the distribution and sale of 
poisonous compounds. The only require- 
ment is that they be marked poison before 
being sold on.the streets.. It scarcely would 
be possible to suppress the distribution of 
this patent medicine on the ground of its 
being poisonous.” 

Chief Kipley said: | 

“The police are instructed to arrest per- 
sons who litter the streets with handbills 
and things of that sort, but samples of pills 
and medicine bottles would not come under 
that head. We are obliged to let the dis- 
tributors alone.“
